Leaming To Be Calm in Trouble 
Calmness in trial does not come 

ftom the absence of testing. If we be- 

Come agitated over the ordinary annoy- 


ances and disappointments of everyday 
life, how shall we learn to face calmly 
the supreme tests? “If thou hast run 
with the footmen, and they have wearied 
thee, then how canst thou contend with 
horses? and if in the land of peace, 
wherein thou trustedst, they wearied 
thee, then how wilt thou do in the swell- 
ing of Jordan?” (Jer, 12:5.) But God 
will prepare us to meet every trial that 
He permits if we will submit ourselves 
humbly and trustfully to His training. 
One often finds gleams of light in other 
translations than the King James Ver- 
sion, with which many of us have be- 
come so familiar that we occasionally 
lose the force of the grand old words. 
There is a strengthening thought in the 
French version of Louis Segond in Psalm 
94:12, 13. The first verse reads much 
like the English, but the second verse 
brings new light to the English reader 
on God’s training for trial. Rendered in 
English they read: “Happy the man whom 
thou chastenest, O Lord ! and whom thou 
instructest by thy law, in order to calm 
him in the days of misery, until the pit 
be digged for the wicked !” (The word for 


x 


“happy” could be translated “blessed,” 
for it is used in the Beatitudes; but it 
is also the usual word for “happy.” The 
first clause of verse 13 in the King James 
Version reads, “That thou mayest give 
him rest from the days of adversity.”) 
So it appears clearly that one of the 
purposes of God’s chastening in the life 
of the believer is that he may learn to 
be calm in times of great trial. The 
chastening can only be seen in its right 
light and borne cheerfully as it is illumi- 
nated by God’s Word. Just as what 
seem to be common stones glow with 
beautiful colors under fluorescent “black 
light,” so, in the light of God’s Word, 
we can discover veins of gold and silver 
in the hard things of life. What is found 
in seed form in Psalm 94 blossoms out 
into the full flower in Paul’s Letter to the 
Romans: “We glory in tribulations also: 
knowing that tribulation worketh pa- 
tience; and patience, experiencé; and ex- 
perience, hope: and hope maketh not 
ashamed; because the love of God is 
shed abroad in our hearts by the Holy 
Ghost which is given unto us” (Rom. 
5:3-5).

certainty and poverty.” He described the 
setting of his new ministry as follows: 

“For the temple, the upper chamber; 
for liturgy, the Bible; for a place of 
preaching, the public square. That was 
the church of Peter and it was that of 
the Holy Spirit.” He developed his point 
of view as follows: 

“Whatever those may say who ac- 
cuse me of narrowness, it is not a mat- 
ter of secondary importance, from the 
point of view of the preaching of the 
Gospel and the salvation of souls, 
whether a church is recruited by the 
accidents of birth or by the free choice 
of conversion; whether the ministers are 
chosen for intellectual gifts and uni- 
versity knowledge, rather than for 
Christian experience; whether the 
church should be supported by the civil 
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government rather than solely by its 
own faithful people. 

“A just idea of the Church is bound 
up with respect of freedom of con- 
science, the principle of all other lib- 
erties. Since Constantine, the glorious 
name of Christian has been borne by two 
categories: the first the persecutors, the 
second the persecuted. It is the greatest 
scandal of history. How did it come 
bout? By a false conception of the 
Church. The persecutors were often 
pious men, convinced that they were 
doing God a service. But the Church 
was for them the mother, the’ nurse of 
believers and of their posterity, Every 
child belonged by right of birth to it, 
as it belonged to the state. Every bap- 
tized person who did not submit to the 
Church was a rebel who must be pun- 
ished by virtue of an- order established 
by God Himself. Such is the Catholic 
notion— Roman, Greek, and others. 
Never would Christians have perse- 
cuted their brothers if they .had re- 
mained faithful to the freedom of the 
primitive Church.” 

He spoke of the two mortal dangers 
to which the Church was exposed: the 
entrance by birth into the Church (mak- 
ing of it “a multitude church”); and 
the enfeeblement of faith in the entire 
Bible. 

In order to oppose the false teachings 
of Modernism Pastor Saillens in 1907 
started conventions, similar to the early 
ones in Northfield under Mr. Moody, first 
at Chexbres, then at Morges on the 
banks of Lake Geneva, with the Dents 
du Midi and other high Alps in the dis- 
tance. Crowds thirsty for the simple 
truths of the Gospel, people of all 
ages and conditions, pastors as well as 
laity, all who sought the whole Bible 
(tout entiére), with undiminished au- 
thority, and the whole Christ (tout 
entier), with His sovereignty as Son 
of God and Saviour of the world, 
foregathered here every summer, in 
reaction against the Unitarian Mod- 
ernism which was afflicting the churches, 
All churches were represented — mis- 
sionaries, Salvationists, Greek Ortho- 
dox. Even the unorthodox them- 
selves came; but although they listened 
and sang with the others, they were 
not on the teaching platform. For 
this, rationalist ‘pastors like Dubois and 
Franck Thomas scolded Saillens, de- 
nouncing his narrowness. But he gath- 
ered about him much more important 
personalities as his co-workers—G. 
Appia, Alex, Morel, Julien Sainton, Pro- 
fessor Naville the archaeologist, Pro- 
fessor Devaux the biologist of the Uni- 
versity of Bordeaux, who had been 
converted at Northfield; Count de Korff, 
Inspector Rappard. Nineteen national- 
ities were represented one year. Con- 
versions followed, revived belief, and 
restored prayer life. 

It was, as one said, “the needed re- 
action against the fashionable theology 
which has volatilized the Gospel, leav- 
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ing souls to move about in mist and fog.” 

“Little Morges” conferences were 
founded in Paris, at Lezan, at Dieulefit, 
Montauban, Digne. They were prayer 
and Bible study circles. 

Then came a new move. “To lead 
men to God we must have men of God.” 
At an age when most men retire, Pas- 
tor Saillens established the Bible Insti- 
tute at Nogent-sur-Marne. 

As a young man, Saillens was a clerk 
in the banking house of Crédit Lyonnais 
in Lyons, giving his spare time to Chris- 
tian work. One day a fellow clerk said 
to him, “There is one of your coreligion- 
ists on the street out there.” 

Saillens saw in front of the bank door 
a carriage with two horses and on its 
steps a handsome man, large and blonde, 
distributing tracts. He went out to prof- 
fer help. The man was English; in fact, 
the Rev. Grattan Guinness, who was 
evangelizing in France. Mr. Guinness 
had just founded a Bible training insti- 
tute in London, the first in our time, to 
prepare missionaries for Asia and Africa, 
Noting the zeal of the young French- 
man, he asked him to enter his institute, 
which later Saillens did. When only 
eighteen he was found preaching in Eng- 
lish on London streets. In summer he 
worked in the MacAll Mission in Paris, 

It was natural then that M. Saillens 
should establish in Paris an institution 
on the lines of the one in London. He 
received the collaboration of such men 
as A. C. Dixon, Milton Stewart, and Dr. 
Charles Hurlburt of the Africa Inland 
Mission. By 1939, 380 young people had 
passed through the courses. The insti- 
tute could not fill the demand for trained 
workers for missions in France, in Eu- 
rope, and abroad. Both men and women 
were in training, a bold innovation for 
France. 

As hymnist, M. Saillens had a fruitful 
ministry. He wrote scores of original 
hymns for Gospel meetings, Sunday 
schools, for the temperance work of the 
Blue Cross society, putting them often 
to traditional and popular airs. His 
Cantiques Populaires went through 
thirty-seven editions. His translations of 
English hymns were classical — of “Rock 
of Ages,” “Abide with Me,” “When I 
Survey the Wondrous Cross”; also of 
such Keswick hymns as “Jesus I Am 
Resting, Resting.” Various of his hymns 
were translated into Malagasy and Ta- 
hitian. La Cévenole, which was also of 
his authorship, has become the Mar- 
seillaise of the French Reformation. It 
was sung for the first time on the two 
hundredth anniversary of the Revocation 
of the Edict of Nantes. 

In religious journalism he was also 
active, editing for years publications for 
the Christian home and for general 
evangelization; also Grace et Verité, a 
Biblical review to strengthen faith. 

And what shall we say of his immense 
correspondence of all types in his clear 
handwriting? Not the least was for the 
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cure of souls as, for example, a volumi. 
nous correspondence with a criminal on 
Devil’s Island, French Guiana, which 
was found among his papers after death, 
After death, too, was found his prayer 
list of many columns. 

His wasea life of difficulties, but each 
as it arose was brought immediately by

Does a Saved Person 
Become a Jew? 


I am a subscriber to the Times and 
enjoy every bit of it; it has become a 
constant companion to me. 

When a person is born again, does 
he inwardly or any other way become 
a Jew? 

I’d like you to answer in the Trmgs, 
giving Scripture reference, to either 

rove or disprove the answer—A 

exas reader. 

No, a Gentile who is born again does 
not become a Jew. Webster’s Dictionary 
defines a Jew as “any person of the He- 
brew race or people or any one whose 
religion is Judaism.” In James Orr’s notes 
on “Jew” in the International Standard 
Bible Encyclopedia one finds the follow- 
ing: “‘Jew’ denotes originally an in- 
habitant of Judah . . . but later the 
meaning was extended to embrace all 
descendants of Abraham. .. . ‘Jews’ (al- 
ways plural) is the familiar term for 
Israelites in the Gospels (especially in 
John), Acts, Epistles, etc. . . . the ‘Jews’ 
religion’ . . . is referred to in Gal, 1: 
13, 14.” 

A Hebrew who sees in Christ the Mes- 
siah, and receives Him as his Saviour, 
becomes a child of God by faith, and is 
often spoken of as a “Hebrew Christian.” 
A Gentile who is born again through 
faith in Christ also becomes a child of 
God, but is not thereby changed from a 
Gentile into a Hebrew. There is now 
only one way for anyone of any tribe or 
race on the earth to come to God, and 
that is through the Lord Jesus Christ. 
All who thus come to God are made one 
in Christ, though they still remain mem- 
bers of the races into which they were 
born. Paul clearly explains the union of 
Jew and Gentile through faith in Christ 
in Ephesians 2:11-18. He declares that 
it was God’s purpose “to make in him- 
self of twain one new man, so making 
peace; that he might reconcile both unto 
God in one body by the cross, having 
slain the enmity thereby: and came and 
preached peace to you which were afar 
off, and to them that were nigh. For 
through him we both have access by one 
Spirit unto the Father.” 

Perhaps the question was prompted by 
the passage on Jews and Gentiles in the 
second chapter of Romans. In the latter 
part Paul speaks directly to the Jews

fail to warn the Church? 


¢ lawyers, “that ye do not dis- 

cern this time?” (Luke 12:56.) 
Those men, who were the accredited ex- 
pounders of Scripture, had, it appears, 
given enough attention to natural phe- 
nomena to be able to predict heat or 
tain a little way in advance, but they 
were stone blind to the signs by which 
the Son of God was making known the 
tremendous fact of His presence among 
men! We have developed their simple, 
elementary study of nature into a vast 
science, physics. Of that science it is 
counted a shame to be ignorant. But 
our teachers may well look to them- 
selves in the light of Luke 12: 54-56 and 
Matthew 16: 1-3. 

Those whom our Lord rebuked were 
blinded by a system of interpretation 
which bent everything in Scripture to 
the exaltation of the Jew, as the modern 
expounders interpret all unfulfilled 
prophecy of the Church and the (so- 
called) “general judgment”—a phrase 
which is simple fiction, for the Scrip- 
ture knows nothing of a “general judg- 
ment.” 

This Present Age in the Scriptures 
* Briefly, three interpretations of the 
present age are given in Scripture: 

‘1. We are living in the “times of the 
Gentiles” (Luke 21:24) the “sign” of 
which is that Jerusalem is under Gentile 
Tule. This began with the captivity of 
Judah under Nebuchadnezzar and still 
continues. We are, therefore, in the 
“times of the Gentiles.” Of this whole

period and its end Daniel is the prophet | 


(Matt. 24:15). According to Daniel the 
last Gentile world-ruler is the “little 
horn,” also called “the abomination” 
(Dan. 9:27; 12:11); the “man of sin” (2 
Thess. 2:3); and the “beast” (Rev. 13: 
1-10), and with his overthrow the long 
period of Gentile misrule comes to an 
end. 

2. Our Lord assigned to this age the 
accomplishment of certain “mysteries” 
—things previously unrevealed of the 
Kingdom of Heaven (Matt. 13:1-52), the 
sphere of Christian profession whether 
Teal, or consciously or unconsciously 
false— “mysteries” which are to cease 
at the end of the age (Matt. 13: 40-43). 

3. This is also the age of the outcall- 
ing of the Christian Church (another 
“mystery,” Eph. 3:3-10) through the 


Preaching of the Gospel of the grace of 
God, after which the Lord returns to re- 
Store the Davidic monarchy in His own 
Person (Acts 15: 14-18; Luke 1: 30-33).

reason that it is a new thing. Formed 
of believers, mostly from among the 
Gentiles, in the incarnation, crucifixion, 
and resurrection of Christ, and baptized 
into one body by the Holy Spirit, Christ, 
exalted to the right hand of the Father, 
being the Head, the Church is revealed 
as heavenly in nature (2 Pet. 1:4), in 
relationships (John 15:17; Heb. 2:11), 
in service (John 17:18; Matt, 28:20), in 
inheritance (Rom. 8:16, 17), and in glory 
(Rom, 8:18-21; 1 Pet. 2:9; Rev. 1:6; 5:10). 
The Christian is a heavenly man, and 
therefore a stranger and pilgrim on the 
earth (Heb, 3:1; 1 Pet. 2:11). 

In contrast with all this, Israel is given 
promises of earthly glory and service, 
to begin with the future appearing of 
the Lord Jesus in a glory visible to all 
earth-dwellers (Matt. 24: 27-31). 

To the Church is given a simple, sub- 
lime promise; an absolutely new thing in 
Scripture. It is found, not in the Olivet 
discourse (Matt. 24; 25; Luke 21), which 
is, in its very terms, earthly and Pales- 
tinian, but in the great upper chamber 
discourse (John 13, 14, 15, 16, 17) where 
Chfist takes a place beyond the cross 
(John 17:4), and, giving His disciples 
bread and wine as the symbols of an 
accomplished redemption (Luke 22:19, 
20), illustrates to them our whole pres- 
ent position as afterward set forth in 
Ephesians and Colossians. That the dis- 
ciples did not then comprehend our 
Lord’s words was in accord with His 
own statement, “What I do thou knowest 
not now; but thou shalt know hereafter.” 
They were sorrowful because of He was 
going away, and because of that He 
uttered the great new promise of a cem- 
ing, not to set up a Kingdom on the 
earth, but to receive them unto Himself 
away from the earth: 

“Let not your heart be troubled: ye 
believe in God, believe also in me. In 
my Father’s house are many mansions; 
if it were not so, I would have told you. 
I go to prepare a place for you. And 
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Great Tribulation?

if I go and prepare a place for you, I 
will come again, and receive you unto 
myself; that where I am, there ye may 
be also” (John 14:1-3). 


The inspired unfolding of this wholly 
new promise awaited the descent of the 
Holy Spirit (John 16: 12-15), and the dis- 
tinctive ministry of the Apostle Paul. 

The present age, then, which began 
with the first advent of Jesus Christ and 
ends with His return in glory, is charged 
with a threefold significance: 

1. It continues and ends the “times of 
the Gentiles,” or the period of Gentile 
rule over the earth, which began with 
Nebuchadnezzar and ends with Daniel's 
“little horn” (Dan. 7), the “Beast” of 
Revelation 13:1-10, in the overthrow of 
Armageddon at the coming of our Lord 
in glory .to the earth. 

2. It is the period during which the 
“mysteries of the kingdom of heaven” 
(Matt, 13) are fulfilled, and which ends 
with the coming of the Lord in glory 
to the earth. 

3. It is the period during which the 
Church, which is the body of Christ, is 
called out, chiefly from among the Gen- 
tiles by the preaching of the Gospel of 
the grace of God. But the constant hope 
and expectation of the Church is to meet 
Christ in the air, according to the wholly 
new promise of John 14:1-3, a promise 
without signs, and possible of fulfill- 
ment at any time. 

4. It is the period which culminates in 
the unprecedented horror of the Great 
Tribulation, which covers.the last three 
and one-half years of the period, and 
into which the Church does not enter. 


To the Jews the emphatic and final 
“sign” is the “great tribulation”—a 
brief period of unexampled anguish upon 
the earth. Old Testament and New beg- 
gar language to describe the horror of 
that time. The return of the Lord to 
the earth is to be “immediately after the 
tribulation” (Matt, 24:29). 


Two Chief Objects of the Lord’s Return 


The New Testament teaches, as clearly 
as human language is capable of teaching 
anything, that the Lord Jesus Christ is 
to return to this earth, not in humilia- 
tion, but in glory; not in weakness, but 
in resistless power; also, that His return 
has two chief objects — the taking of the 
Church away from the earth to meet 
Him in “the air,” and the establishment 
upon the earth of the Kingdom of 
Heaven, in fulfillment of the “promises 
made unto the fathers” (Rem, 15:8). 

Both these conclusions have. been 
reached through discussions which; ‘it 
must regretfully be confessed, have 
sometimes been acrimonious. Needless 
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to say that, in so far as that spirit has 
prevailed, the cause of truth has been 
hindered, not advanced. And certainly 
the time has now come when, the main 
contentions of those who have sought to 
be taught by the Bible alone having 
resulted in a broad harmony, the dis- 
cussion of questions of detail should 
proceed in a spirit of mutual affection 
and respect. It is a time for the ob- 
servance of the great rule: ‘“Neverthe- 
less, whereto we have already attained, 
let us walk by the same rule, let us 
mind the same thing” (Phil. 3:16), 

Among these questions of detail, one, 
of serious importance, is a subject of 
present-day discussion — does the 
Church pass through the Great Tribula- 
tion? The vital importance of the ques- 
tion grows out of its relation to the 
Christian’s personal hope. If the Scrip- 
tures plainly teach that the taking away 
of the Church comes at the end of the 
last “week” of Daniel, that is, after the 
awful reign of the beast-emperor, the 
“man of sin,” whose presence and actions 
are so large factors in that which makes 
the last three and one-half years of the 
age stand out as supreme among all the 
horrors of human history (Dan. 12:1; Jer. 
30:6, 7; Matt. 24:15-21), it follows in- 
evitably that the new promise, “I will 
come again, and receive you unto my- 
self,” as explained in 1 Thessalonians 
4:15-17, cannot be the personal hope or 
expectation of any Christian now living. 

It is not a question of whether or not 
there may be a sense in which, with 
no violence to the plain use of words, 
one may be said to “look” for a far-off 
event, without reference to. one’s per- 
sonal expectation in reference to it. Be- 
yond question, such a use of words is 
justified by Scripture itself (e.g. 2 Pet. 
3:12-14). -In that sense the instructed 
believer is “looking” down the age to 
come for many predicted events. But 
obviously such “looking” is in a mere 
prophetico-historic sense, which has in 
it no personal element beyond the up- 
lifting effect of thus sharing the counsels 
of God concerning the future. It is 
beautiful to see the use which Peter 
makes of the Christian’s exalted priv- 
ilege in this far-off “look”: “Where- 
fore, beloved, seeing that ye look for 
such things, be diligent that ye may be 
found of him in peace, without spot, 
and blameless”; and then he refers us 
to what his beloved brother Paul has 
written. These apostles are not at vari- 
ance. There is a far view of far distant 
things and there is a more imminent 
and personal thing, the being “found of 
him,” and concerning this brother Paul 
has written. And truly he has; for as 
God made choice of Peter that the Gen- 
tiles by his mouth should (first) “hear 
the word of the gospel,” even so it was 
God’s choice that through Paul should 
be explained the mystery of the Church, 
her calling, nature, and destiny (Eph. 
3: 2-10). 

And when we turn to Paul’s writings 
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for explanation of the words, “being 
found of him,” we have a looking, not 
down the age to come, but up into the 
heavens; not a looking for events, but a 
looking for Him —a looking which is a 
personal hope, a personal expectation 
(Phil. 3:20, 21; 1 Thess, 1:9, 10; Titus 
2:13). 

It is this imminent personal expecta- 
tion of the Lord’s coming into the air 
for His sleeping and waking saints, as 
something which, so far as God has re- 
vealed His purposes, may occur at any 
moment, which is blotted out, abolished, 
rendered nugatory and foolish, if the 
Church must indeed pass through the 
Great Tribulation. And not only so, it 
leaves the apostolic Church in an ex- 
pectation which was ignorant and futile. 

But when we turn, as Peter suggests, 
to the Pauline testimony, we find abso- 
lutely no mention of the Great Tribula- 
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tion. That Israel must await a coming 
of the Lord in power and great glory, 
which will occur “immediately after the 
tribulation” (Matt. 24:29), is plainly said, 
but neither in the giving of the new 
promise nor in the apostolic explanation 
of it in the Pauline epistles, nor even 
in the Jewish-Christian epistles, is the 
Great Tribulation so much as mentioned, 
And those writings are replete with 
warnings. At whatever point a trial or 
danger awaited the Church, a warning 
went before. Is it conceivable that He 
who warned Israel again and again of 
the Great Tribulation would not once 
mention it, if indeed the Church, which 
is so united to Him that the members 
are His very own, and which is espoused 
to Him as a chaste virgin to one husband 
(1 Cor, 12:12, 13; Eph. 5:30-32), faced 
such a future?

HE Third Annual Week-End Sunday 

School Conference for teachers, offi- 
cers, and workers was held in Keswick, 
N. J., May 19 to 21. This conference 
was planned specifically for the inspira- 
tion and assistance of the Sunday school 
worker, as well, and provided an oppor- 
tunity for vacation and relaxation. 

Over two hundred and fifty persons, 
representing many denominations and 
different aspects of Sunday school activ- 
ity, enjoyed the conference, centered 
around the theme of “Walking With 
Jesus, Talking With Jesus, and Living 
for Jesus.” 

The Rev. William A. Dean, D.D., 
brought the opening message on the be- 
liever’s walk with the Lord, giving a 
very practical and heart-searching study 
of this essential part of the Christian’s 
life.

A Rural Sunday School Overcomes a Slump 


How careful planning, programming, and work 
increased attendance nearly 100 per cent 


7 E DID it in our small rural com- 
munity Sunday school. We not only 
avoided that summer slump, but over- 
came it, and increased our attendance by 
almost 100 per cent. Before you begin 
feading, let me warn you that there is 
no magic formula here either for avoid- 
ing or overcoming the danger of a 
slump. Success in this, as in anything 
else, is a reward of a sincere desire by 
the superintendent and teachers that it 
bé accomplished, and a willingness to 
put forth the effort to accomplish that 
desire. 
* Probably no one was ever more sur- 
prised than the writer when she was 
chosen ‘superintendent of our small rural 
church Sunday school, when she re- 
turned from Florida in May of last year. 
However, after the first shock of the 
appointment subsided, nothing ever chal- 
lenged me more than to see if our Sun- 
day school attendance could be increased 
to fill our one-room church. We had a 
faith within us that it could be done, 
and I kept recalling Paul’s words in 
Philippians 4:13, “I can do all things 
through Christ which strengtheneth me.” 
Our Sunday school consists -of five 
class groups. They all met in the church 
Toom until we began to increase our 
attendance. Then the three Primary 
teachers took their group to the un- 
equipped basement. During.the month 
of September, sufficient money was 
Siven to this rapidly growing class to 
Purchase a kindergarten chair for each 
Pupil, a blackboard, and many other 
Smaller items of necessary equipment. 
Each of the other four classes meets in 
one of the four corners upstairs. 
- Our first move was to get a teacher

regular teacher had asked to, be excused 
for the summer, while work was heav- 
iest on the farm. We secured a young 
man who was studying for the minis- 


We aimed to get the whole congre- 
gation singing as soon as they entered 
the church. The page number of the 
hymns to be sung was written on the 
blackboard. We sang only one verse 
and the chorus of the same eight or 
ten hymns for the first four or five Sun- 
days. We began shortly before ten 
o’clock, so that there would be no time 
wasted upon entering the church. This 
achieved one excellent result — the little 
folks, who sometimes became disinter- 
ested while adults sang all the verses 
of a hymn, were kept busy looking up 
the hymns and singing the familiar 
words as they did so. Any who came 
in a few minutes late began to sing right 
away. : 

We did not let any part of the service 
lag, as so often happens when plans are 
not completed beforehand. After about 
ten or fifteen minutes of singing, the 
morning prayer was offered by someone 
who had been chosen the previous Sun- 
day. 

We scoured the community for musi- 
cal talent, and had a special number each 
week, following the lesson period. You 
will find people glad to share their musi- 
cal talents, especially when it is to serve 
the Lord. 

Occasionally we asked for the largest 
family group to stand, including any 
visitors they had brought with them. 
They were presented with small gifts, 
such as Bible bookmarks. 

Guests were asked to sign our Guest 
Register. The following week, cards 
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were sent to these people, or someone 
called on them to ask them to come 
again. This is one place where the aver- 
age church misses a wonderful oppor- 
tunity to gain new members. There 
must be a warm feeling of Christian fel- 
lowship and friendliness. “Be not for- 
getful to entertain strangers: for. thereby 
some have entertained angels unawares” 
(Heb, 13:2). 

The lesson period was never longer 
than twenty minutes. Paul's advice to 
Timothy was instilled in each teacher. 
“Study to shew thyself approved unto 
God, a workman that needeth not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 
truth” (2 Tim, 2:15). 

Throughout the whole well-planned 
hour we tried to make everyone glad 
that he had taken time to come to God’s 
house. We hoped to make them feel the 
need and benefit of studying God’s Word, 
One guest said, “I came away with the 
feeling that I wanted to go again next 
week, and help that Sunday school to 
grow.” We are confident that our Sun- 
day school will keep growing.

and is showing them that superficial and 
outward righteousness is not enough be- 
fore God, but that there must be an in- 
ward change. He concludes: “For he 
is not a Jew, which is one outwardly; 
neither is that circumcision, which is 
outward in the flesh: but he is a Jew, 
which is one inwardly; and circumcision 
is that of the heart, in the spirit, and 
not in the letter; whose praise is not 
of men, but of God.” But he is making 
a distinction here not between Jew and 
Gentile as to race, but rather between 
the righteousness of Pharisees and other 
proud Jews who depended on their race 
for salvation, rather than on the inward 
change of heart which can only come 
about through the new birth. He ex- 
pounds the same truth in Galatians 3 and 
4, where he shows that Jew and Gentile 
are made one by faith in Christ. He de- 
clares: “Know ye therefore that they 
which are of faith, the same are the 
children of Abraham, .. . So then they 
which be of faith are blessed with faith- 
ful Abraham” (3:7, 9); “For ye are all 
the children of God by faith in Christ 
Jesus” (3:26); “And if ye be Christ’s, 
then are ye Abraham’s seed, and heirs 
according to the promise” (3:29); “Now 
we, brethren, as Isaac was, are the chil- 
dren of promise” (4:28). 

The Jews by race are the seed of Abra- 
ham according to the flesh, prophesied 
in Genesis 12:2. All believers are the 
spiritual seed of Abraham prophesied in 
Genesis 15:5, for he was “the father of 
all them that believe, though they be 
not circumcised” (Rom, 4:11).

Approach to the Lesson 

OD never asks of His children any 

service for which He will not 

supply needed grace and wisdom 
and strength, that they may fulfill their 
mission in accordance with His will. 
This was what Moses at first failed to 
realize. He looked at himself, and feared 
to undertake what seemed like a stupen- 
dous task because of his fancied inabil- 
ity to perform it. But he had to learn 
that his resource was in God, not in any 
knowledge or power of his own. God 
only desires that there be submission to 
His will — a readiness to co-operate with 
Him in the carrying forward of His 


plans. He will be responsible for all 
else. It is His delight to use broken 
vessels. He can accomplish real or 


seeming miracles with the most unlikely 
instruments. All that is needed is a sur- 
rendered will. He will do the rest. 
We are so accustomed to judging 
everything from our shortsighted, hu- 
man standpoint that we are slow to un- 
derstand that “the flesh profiteth noth- 
ing.” We are called to be but channels 
through which His power may flow in 
order to accomplish His own desires. 
Forty years earlier, Moses was too 
strong, too self-reliant, for God to work 
through him. So he had to be humbled. 
He had to learn how little his wealth, his 
Egyptian education, and his social stand- 
ing counted when it came to delivering 
his people. Now, after forty years liv- 
ing the quiet, nomadic life of an Orien- 
tal shepherd, he evidently had given up 
all thought of ever being recognized as 
Israel’s leader, and when the call for

action came he shrank from it as he 
felt how utterly unfit he was to contend 
with the cruel but mighty monarch who 
ruled over the greatest kingdom the 
world had ever known. But he was to 
learn that what he was in himself 
counted for very little indeed. He was 
to learn to know God in a new way 
and to find out, through a remarkable 
series of events, that a weak man, plus 
God, is a match for the greatest power, 
and the most cruel and cunning opponent 
of righteousness. 

At Sinai he received the Law for the 
people, and at God’s instruction super- 
intended the building and furnishing of 
the sanctuary, the Tabernacle, in which 
the presence of Jehovah was manifested 
visibly. Thus he became the deliverer 
and Lawgiver. 


The Historical Setting 
According to the best chronology, 


«Moses was born of Hebrew parents about 


1635 B.C. He died 120 years later. 

His life history readily divides into 
three parts. He was forty years old 
when he first fled from Egypt, where he 
had become learned in all the wisdom 
of the Egyptians (Acts 7:22) and was 
recognized as the adopted son of Pha- 
raoh’s daughter. He spent the next 
forty years in Midian, as a shepherd, 
and there he doubtless learned lessons 
that Egyptian instruction could never 
have taught him. He was eighty years 
of age when called by God to be the 
deliverer of His people, and for the 
next forty years he led them in their 
wanderings in the wilderness, where he 
died and was buried by God Himself 
(Deut, 34:6). 

Some of the earlier critics of the nine- 
teenth century ridiculed the idea of so

vast a civilization as that of which the 
first part of Exodus tells, in the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries before Christ, 
But recent discoveries have corroborated 
the Bible record in a remarkable way. 
It is possible that the very name of 
Moses has been found among the in- 
scriptions, though archaeologists are not 
at ali agreed as to this. But we may 
be assured that we are dealing here 
with sober, historical facts, and not with 
a mere Hebrew legend. 


Verse by Verse 


Exod. 19:16—“Thunders and light- 
nings ... and the voice of the trumpet 
exceeding loud.” It was with such mani- 
festations of the divine power and ma- 
jesty that God spoke to His people on 
the occasion of His giving them the Law, 
contained in the code of the Ten Com- 
mandments. Thus they were made to 
realize that they had to do with the om- 
nipotent Creator. 


Verse 17.—‘Moses brought forth the 
people .. . to meet with God.” They stood 
at the base of the mountain and God 
made Himself known to Moses from the 
cloud-covered summit of Sinai, which 
henceforth was. to be regarded as the 
Mount of the Law and the symbol of 
the legal dispensation (Gal. 4:25; Heb. 
12:18). ; 


Verse 18.—“The Lord descended... 
in fire ,.. and the whole mount quaked.” 
It was a soul-stirring and thrilling ex- 
hibition of the divine presence, caleu- 
lated to imbue every heart with a sense 
of reverence for that God who was not 
only creator, but deliverer, and now to 
be known as law-giver. 


Verse 19.—“Moses spake, and God an 
swered him by & voice.” We are told 
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that while God made His truth known 
to other prophets by dreams and visions, 
He spoke to Moses “mouth to mouth,” so 
intimate was the relation of this man 
of God to the one he was called to serve 
(Num. 12:7, 8). 

Verse 20.—“The Lord called Moses up 
to the top of the mount; and Moses 
went.” There, hidden from the eyes of 
the people, Moses talked with the God of 
Israel, and from Him received the Law, 
which he was to pass on to the people. 


Verse 21—“Go down, charge the peo- 
ple, lest they break through . . . and 
many of them perish.” The contrast be- 
tween the giving of the Law and the 
proclamation of the grace of God comes 
gut very strongly when we realize that 
under the Law the people were shut 
away from the immediate presence of 
God; whereas under grace we are bid- 
den to comé with boldness into the 
holiest of all. 

Verse 22.—“Let the priests also . . 
ginctify themselves.” Inasmuch as the 
family of Aaron had not yet been desig- 
nated as the priestly house, it is prob- 
able that the heads of many families 
were acting in a priestly capacity, and 
it was to these that the command was 
given. 

Werse 23—“Set bounds about the 
mount, and sanctify it.” Sanctification 
is separation: setting apart for a sacred 
purpose. Thus Mt. Sinai was sanctified 
as the place where God revealed His 


Verses 24, 25—“Away, get thee down, 
aad thou shalt come up, thou and Aaron 
with thee.” When all was duly ordered 
according to the will of God, Moses and 
Aaron were again summoned into the 
presence of the Lord. 

Chap: 35:4, 5—“Take ye .. , an of- 
fering unto the Lord.” This offering was 
for the building and furnishing of the 
Tabernacle, where God would dwell 
among His people. 

Verse 21.—“They brought the Lord’s 
Offering to . . . the tabernacle of the 
congregation.” With holy enthusiasm 
the people responded liberally, bringing 
even more than was needed for the work 
to be done.

HE title of this lesson is a good one; 

and it should be noticed that the peo- 
ple were brought to God before they 
were brought to the Land of Promise. 
They had been brought out of Egypt, 
the furnace of affliction and house of 
bondage; and had been brought as on 
eagles’ wings to God (Exod. 19:4). It 
is so easy for us to think and speak of 
being brought into this blessing and that, 
but great as are our blessings, the 
Blesser is greater; and our rejoicing 
should chiefly be that we have been 
brought to God (1 Pet. 3:18). Had He 
given us everything, yet withheld Him- 
self, we should be miserably poor. 

To illustrate the superiority of God 
over His gifts, someone has said: When 
a prince, engaged to a princess of a dis- 
tant kingdom sends his portrait to her, 
he sends it in a jewel-bedecked box.

So God is revealed as the 
blesser, but when the Lord Jesus is seen 
in His personal beauty, perfection, and 
worth, everything else finds its proper 
perspective. 


“All the people that was in the camp 
trembled” (Exod. 19:16).—The circum- 
stances surrounding the giving of God’s 
holy Law were in perfect keeping with 
the dignity of the occasion. Thunders, 
lightnings, a thick cloud, and the voice 
of the trumpet exceeding loud were so 
“terrible” that even Moses said, “I ex- 
ceedingly fear and quake” (Heb, 12:21), 

Reviewing the incident later, Moses 
said, “He came with ten thousands of 
saints [holy ones, angels, Acts 7:53]: 
from his right hand went a fiery law for 
them” (Deut. 33:2). <A fiery law is de- 
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scriptive of holiness: for “our God is a 
consuming fire” — perfectly intolerant of 
evil in motive, thought, word, and deed. 

What a contrast was the advent of the 
Saviour! “The angel of the Lord came 
upon them [the shepherds], and the 
glory of the Lord shone round about 
them: and they were sore afraid. And 
the angel said unto them, Fear not: for, 
behold, I bring you good tidings ... 
for unto you is born this day ...a 
Saviour, which is Christ the Lord,... 
And suddenly there was with the angel 
a multitude of the heavenly host prais- 
ing God, and saying, Glory to God in 
the highest, and on earth peace, good 
will toward men.” 

The multitude of angels was there, 
but no thunder, lightning, cloud, fire, 
nor sound of trumpet. “Glory,” “peace,” 
and “good will” sounded in the shep- 
herds’ ears. 

A visiting preacher filled the pulpit 
of a certain church, and proclaimed the 
terrors of the holy Law with such en- 
ergy to those whose souls were already 
sinking under its condemnation, that 
numbers of his hearers actually fainted. 
Seeing this, the regular pastor inter- 
rupted the preacher to ask, “Is there no 
balm in Gilead ,..?” Immediately the 
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speaker preached Christ as the one who 
“hath redeemed us from the curse of the 
law, being made a curse for us,” and 
real blessing to precious souls resulted, 

“Lest they break through unto the 
Lord to gaze, and many of them per- 
ish” (Exod. 19:21).—To break through 
barriers and attempt to look upon the 
Lord in His holiness, apart from a sac- 
rifice, would spell instant death. The 
Law knows no mercy. 

Someone may ask, How is it then that 
atheists have publicly challenged God, 
saying, “If there is a God, let Him strike 
me dead!” yet have not always been 
stricken. dead immediately. The answer 
is that the present is the age of grace. 
God is longsuffering, not willing that any 
should perish. In this day, because of 
the sacrifice of Calvary, we can—and 
do—urge sinners to break through all 
barriers, and in response to the Lord’s 
invitation, come to Him. We can as- 
sure them that they shall not perish, but 
shall be cordially received (John 6:37). 

A preacher was once speaking about 
the veil of the Temple being rent in 
twain from the top to the bottom at 
the time of the Saviour’s death. A man 
in the rear of the room stood up and 
asked, “How big was that hole?” “It

“new and living way” is open and free 
to all. 


“And they brought the Lord’s offer- 
ing to. the work of the tabernacle . . .” 

35:21).—On the ground of the 
system of sacrifices which was divinely 
ordained in Israel, God could dwell in 
their midst (Exod. 25:8). The materials 
brought by a willing-hearted, redeemed 
people, in their spiritual significance, 
show that the only way by which God’s 
desire to dwell among them could be 
realized is by Christ’s person and work.

Say, Fellows, —

AY, fellows, today we are dealing 

with one of the great mountain 
peaks of God’s Word—the man Moses 
who talked “face to face” with God 
(Exod. 33:11). 

There was quite an excitement in the 
village this week, because a lady stood on 
the bank of the Cheoah, cast a hook, and 
caught a nineteen-pound “muskie.” She 
took thirty-three minutes to land the big 
fellow, and it was taken to Knoxville 
to exhibit to a crowd of people; and the 
fish is being mounted to make a perma- 
nent display. All because the muskel- 
lunge is rare in these waters. 

And Moses is rare, even among the great 
Men of history. “His life and work are 
the subject matter of Exodus, Leviticus, 
Numbers, and Deuteronomy —one sev- 
enth of the whole Bible” and the equiva- 
lent of two-thirds of the New Testament. 
The Lord Himself conducted Moses’ 
fimeral (Deut. 34:6) (perhaps the only 
sich distinction accorded to any man), 

hd it was Moses who afterward ap- 
Peared with that other great mountain 
peak of the Old Testament, Elijah, con- 

with Jesus on the mount of 
on. 

_¥et Moses seemed to have a very un- 
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promising start in life. If we had seen 
his terrified mother placing him in a 
tiny floating box on the Nile and push- 
ing it out into the rushes to escape the 
king’s executioners, we might have said, 
“May the Lord have mercy on that poor 
little kid!” But that baby boy was in 
God’s plan for a great life and nothing 
could prevent it. Many times in the 
first eighty years of his life it appeared 
to be “curtains” for Moses. At forty 
he killed an Egyptian and had to flee 
for his life from the avenging wrath of 
Pharaoh, and for forty more years he 
lived a very uneventful life on the 
“backside of the desert.” But all these 
things were working in God's great 
plans. His high education in Egypt while 
living in the royal court as the adopted 
son of Pharaoh’s daughter was fitting 
him for his later work as God’s ambas- 
sador in that same court. His long years 
tending his father-in-law’s sheep in the 
desert was nourishing and developing 
his humility and patience so necessary 
in his later dealings with Pharaoh and 
in his organization of a million or more 
of his people Israel and leadership of 
them as they made their escape from 
Egypt and journeyed tediously for forty 
years through the wilderness to Canaan. 

It is an amazing picture as we survey 
it from start to finish. And I think, fel- 
lows, the blessing in it to you and me 
is this: God our Heavenly Father is 


supreme in His own plan, whether it ° 


be for a nation or for an individual life. 
Accidents and misfortunes and circum- 
stances which would discourage and 
even overwhelm you and me, or would 
overwhelm an army or a nation, are 
small matters to Him. He overrules them 
for His own glory. He saves not “by 
many or by few” (1 Sam. 14:6). The 
one thing that you and I must be care- 
ful about is to make sure that we are 
in the center of His will. Then we can- 
not go wrong: we are bound to win— 
and in the finest way —the way that is 
for His glory.

My Class of Girls 
By Vivian D. Gunderson 


UR lesson today is about Moses, Be- 

fore we start, see if each one of 
you can tell one thing you know about 
Moses: (1) When Moses was a baby his 
mother hid him in a basket in the bul- 
rushes so that he would not be killed 
by the king of Egypt. (2) The princess 
of Egypt adopted Moses and gave him 
a good education. (3) Moses was the 
one who led the Israelites out of Egypt. 
(4) Moses gave the Ten Commandments 
to the Israelites. (5) Moses went up on 
the mount and talked with God. (6) Be- 
cause Moses hit the rock twice, he could 
not go into Canaan. (7) Moses died on top 
of Mt. Nebo and no one knows where 
he was buried. 
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You have told many interesting things 
about Moses. We usually think of him 
as the one who led the Israelites to 
Canaan, but today we are going to think 
of his leading them to God, Our lesson 
is about the worship of the Israelites 
rather than their deliverance from 
Egypt. 

Turn to Exodus 4:27 and read, alter- 
nately, the rest of that chapter. What 
in this passage showed the Israelites that 
God cared for them? (The Lord had 
visited them and had looked upon their 
affliction.) What was the response of 
the people? (They bowed their heads 
and worshiped.) 

After the Israelites had learned that 
God cared for them, they had to learn 
that redemption is by blood. Turn to 
Exodus 12:12, 13. What is the origin of 
the word “passover”? 

God not only delivered the Israelites 
from Egypt, He took care of their every 
need. Read God’s message to them in 
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Exodus 19:3-7. See how faithfully Moses 
gave the word of the Lord to the Is- 
raelites! No one can lead people to God 
unless He gives them the Word of God. 
Read the answer of the Israelites in 
verse 8. That answer sounds very good, 
but the trouble is that the people who 
gave it did not realize either the holi- 
ness of God or their own sinfulness, God 
had to teach them these things through 
Moses. 

Let us read Exodus 20:16-25, and as 
we read it see if you can tell what the 
Lord was teaching the Israelites at this 
time. (Something of His greatness and 
holiness, and the need of reverence 
when approaching Him.) These lessons 
must be learned before a people can be 
brought to God. 

Exodus 20 gives the Ten Command- 
ments. In Galatians-3:24 we read, “The 
law was our schoolmaster to bring us 
unto Christ.” Through the Law God 
taught the Israelites something of His 
holy standards that they might realize 
that they all had sinned and come short 
of the glory of God. God gave other 
laws in addition to the Ten Command- 
ments to help the Israelites see that 
they were sinners. Before the Apostle 
Paul was saved he was outwardly blame- 
less, but the Law of God helped him 
to see that he had sinned. 

God wanted to dwell among the Is- 
raelites, but He could not until their 
sin was covered. God called Moses up 
into the mount again and gave him 
minute directions as to how the Taber- 
nacle was to be built. It was to be a 
movable tent made exactly as God com- 
manded, where He could dwell among 
His people. 

Exodus 35:4, 5 tells how the expenses 
of building the Tabernacle were to be 
met. Now read verse 21 and see how 
this was done. Here we see that the 
Lord wants only what is offered will- 
ingly. Read Exodus 36:5 to see if they 
were able to meet the expenses, 

Here is a little model of the Taber- 
nacle. Now let us follow one of the 
priests as he goes in to worship, and see 
if we can find out some of the things 
he has learned. 

First, the Tabernacle was surrounded 
by this white linen wall to remind the 
Israelites of the spotless purity of God. 
There was only one gate to teach him 
that there is only One way to God, and 
that is His way. 

The first thing the priest saw after 
he had entered into the court was the 
brazen altar, where sacrifices were of- 
fered. As he gazed on the brazen altar 
he was reminded that “without shed- 
ding of blood is no remission” (Heb. 
9:22). See Leviticus 17:11. Next was 
the laver, where the priests washed their 
hands before going into the holy tent 
itself. This tent was a type of Christ, 
their coming Saviour and King. What 
three colors do you see? The purple 
pointed to Christ’s royalty, the blue to 
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His heavenly origin, and the scarlet to 
His work of redemption. 

Inside the holy place was the golden 
candlestick to teach that Christ is the 
light of the world. This table of shew- 
bread points to Him as the bread of life, 
and the altar of incense indicates the 
sweet fragrance of His life. 

This inner part of the Tabernacle was 
called the holiest of all. Here was a 
golden ark, or chest, overshadowed by 
two golden cherubim. No one could 
enter here except the high priest, and 
he only once’a year and then not without 
blood. This showed that he could not 
enter into the presence of God by his 
own merits, but solely because of the 
blood shed for sin, 

All these things taught the Israelites 
something of the greatness and holiness 
of God and of His plan of redemption. 
His love was also seen in His desire to 
dwell among them and His provision for 
their sins, so that He might do so. 

Read Exodus 40:34 and find out what 
happened as soon as Moses finished all 
the work of the Tabernacle as God had 
commanded. When the worship was set 
up, it was not a mere form. The glory 
of the Lord filled the Tabernacle. How 
glorious! 

‘Moses had truly led his people to God, 
Why was he successful? The secret is 
found in the last chapter of Exodus, 
where it is stated eight times over that 
Moses carried out every detail exactly 
as God commanded. Moses faithfully 
taught God’s word and he faithfully 
obeyed it himself, so God used him, not 
only to lead his people to Canaan, but 
also to bring the nation into touch with 
God.

information but for spiritual signifi- 
cance.) .The people gave generously, 
Then, of course, someone must do the 
building. For our church they sawed 
boards, drove nails, poured cement, made 
stained glass windows, painted, var- 
nished, and so on. Moses’ workmen took 
less than a year to build their church. 
When it was all done, God came to be 
in His house. Read Exodus’ 40: 34. 

“Great is the Lord, and greatly to be 
praised” (1 Chron. 16:25, Memory 
Verse). That is part of a song David 
wrote to be sung in his church. Which 
one of the Ten Commandments tells 
how great God is? (The first.) Which 
one tells about honoring Him by keep- 
ing His day? (The fourth.) Where do 
we go to praise Him on that day, if we 
can? (To His house, the church.) Is 
God in our church as He was in Moses” 
We cannot see Him, but we know He is 
here. We can feel His presence in the 
quiet. We can sing to Him, and we can 
talk to Him. We can listen to Him 
speak to our hearts. He can fill us with 
His Spirit as He filled the Tabernacle 
with the cloud of His glory — that is, if 
we have asked the Lord Jesus to be our 
Saviour and take out all the bad things. 
Then when we leave the church, He 
goes with us—we are His tabernacle, 
His church. “I am with thee, and will 
keep thee in all places whither thou 
goest” (Gen, 28:15, last Sunday’s Mem- 
ory Verse). 

For my scrapbook this week on one 
side I will put pictures of Moses and 
of the Tabernacle. I will copy the Ten 
Commandments as they are given on 
the blackboard. On the opposite page 
will be pictures of different kinds of 
churches, people going to church, sing- 
ing in church, the minister in his pulpit, 
a Sunday school class. In the center 
of the page I will put the Memory Verse. 

Do we need to help build our church 
now? Yes, it has to be repaired and kept 
fixed up. But instead of bringing paint 
and boards, we usually bring money, 
and the people in charge buy what is 
needed and pay the ones who do the 
work, (Older Juniors will be interested 
in some facts of church expense, such 
as repairs, lights, minister’s salary, 
music, and so on.) Then there are some 
things like flowers to be brought every 
Sunday to make the house of God beau- 
tiful. (If there is some item of church 
repair under way, plan for the chil- 
dren to bring a special offering, will- 
ingly given. Or they may plan to bring 
and arrange flowers for a month. Les- 
son 5 also emphasizes giving.)

The itinerary for the 1950 Christian 
Fellowship Tour includes many attrac- 
tive features.
